Grand Reunion of the Soldiers and 
Friends of the Late Confederacy. 


The Most Brilliant and Successful 
Occasion ever known in Memphis.

The week closed upon the most 
brilliant, the most select and the most 
joyous gathering of people ever as- 
sembled in Tennessee. ‘The occasion 
was the picnic of the Confederate Re- 
lief and Historical Society, of which 
ex-Gov. Harris is President. James’ 
Park, the place selected by this grand 
fete-champetre, is the well-arranged 
grounds, belonging to Mr. James, 1s 
situated from Court Square about two 
miles and a half. The arrangements 
for reaching the grounds were admira- 
ble. Trains ran every fifteen minutes 
on the Memphisand Charleston Rail- 
road, thestreet cars made trips at 
irregular intervals, and always loaded 
down; and stages, hacks and 
private conveyances were in requisi- 
tion throughout theday. Those pres- 
ent represented every walk of life and 
all the various branches of the late 
Confederate armies. Generals and 
Colonels hobnobbed with line officers 
and privates, all recollections of rank 
were lost, all restraints removed, and 
like gallant soldiers they went in for 
enjoyment, reviving in many a well 
worded toast their struggles, endu- 
rance, bravery and victories. From 
Belmont to the field of surrender was 
reviewed and all the battles rehearsed ; 
the dead, whose widows and orphans 
are the peculiar care of the Society, 
were remembered and many a regret 


expressed that the r_ tellows 
who await the reveille of the 
resurrection could not partici- 
ate in an oceasion ren- 


ered all the more joyous that the re- 
cent great rovolution in our State had 
liberated us. from political bondage. 
The first festive occasion since the war, 
when the ex-Confederates and their 
friends could meet to enjoy them- 
selves, it was availed of as we have 
stated, by all classes. All distinctions 

rowing out of wealth or position was 
sm sight of, and as one people, having 
one common object, moved by one 
spirit and united bya common bond, 
+ ae tripped through the mazes of the 
dance, or, sitting under the shade of 
the forest trees, listened to tales of 
battles lost and won, of hardships en- 
dured, the stories generally closing 
with expressions of the hope that in- 
spires every heart to-day in Tennes- 
see. 
NO MORE BEATIFUL DAY 
could have selected for the occasion. 
The heat was tempered by refreshing 
breezes, and with the aid of copious 
libations of cooling fluids the inkmense 
throng preserved a very healthy tem- 
perature throughout the day.

of heroic men for the right to govern 
themselves. History: the records of 
the past. ‘These trees, beneath whose 
ample shades we meet to-day, what a 
history they could deliver if we could 
but find traced upon their leaves the 
protographs of all that they have wit- 
nessed. Generous and lavish of the 
present, the tree is the most selfish 
and narrow of historians. He care- 
fully lays up the record of his own 
years, but beyond that he recks not 
whether DeSoto rested his head upon 
his giant bole, or what princes of 
dusky hue feasted beneath his shade, 
or what: council fires sprung beside 
his trunk. Of bird or beast or creep- 
ing thing that sport amidst his 
branches, he preserves no trace. But 
let us be grateful for his shade, and 
that he does record the date when 
John Rice made his survey or old 
Anthony Bledsoe marked his begin- 
ning corner. The mighty stones are 
better historians than these; they tell 
us of the past, and stretch the figura- 
tive days of Moses beyond the small 
beginnings of recorded time, clothing 
ereation With a grandeur and sublim- 
ity which dwarts nian and his paltry 
six thousand years of time into a 
point. a speck, an atom. ‘They tell 
us how the beasts of the field and the 
birds of the air grew and flourished, 
and were blotted out before man was 
and they reproduce the griftins and 
monsters and chimeras dire in the 
pterodactyls and the saurians of the 
geologist. Shall nature and thestones 
record in imperishable hieroglyphics 
the existence of these soulless beings, 


his dead heroes and statesmen and 
patriots? Egypt has erected pyra- 
mids to preserve the. record of her 
times and greatness that Champolleau 
might decipher them. Assyria is 
yielding up the long closed tombs of 
her history, and Rawlinson is reading 
there the stories of ages for which 
man has hitherto looked to the 
words of Moses as the only record. 
These record the works of kings and 
princes. | 

We revel inthe glories of Greece 
and Rome, and in the vivid pages of 
Macauley, the delightful books of 
Prescott, and the sonorous periods of 
Gibbon; wesee pass before us the 
scenes of bygone ages. Notheme for 
history has ever yet been found which 
will task the powers of. the mind 
more exactingly than that of the war 
of the South against the oppression 
and unjust aggression of the Northern 
States. All history will here find a 
parallel. The greatest battles of an- 
cient or modern times, the greatest 
heroes of the world, the greatest war- 
riors that ever set squadron in the 
field, the greatest patriots that Greece 
or Switzerland or Poland have held 
up for admiration, will find their 
peers in this land of the cotton and 
the magnolia, and on their history will 
dwell with wrapt attention the youths 
and beauties of an age which shall 
stand as far from us in the vista of ex- 
istence as we stand now from the era 
of the Pyramids. ; 

The ravage of the Palatinate and 
the savage cruelties of Turennve do not 
surpass the desolations of Sherman 
and his hosts of bummers. The most 
noble names of knight and paladin 
convey no idea of man more pure 
than Lee, the Marshals of Napoleon, 
no name for dash and glory more 
than Jackson. Contrast 
‘these Christian soldiers with those 
who hurled their ranks against them, 
in savage warfare, regardful of men 
no more than of brutes that perish— 
and who shall say that these _ and 
noble men are traitors, to be made 
odious, and that these other myrmi- 
dons of power, soldiers of ambition, 
are the good and the great? . When 
Grant shall be remembered as the sol- 
dier who, with unlimited means, was 
unable to crush hiscountrymen of one 
section, by sacraficing without stint, 
remorseless as a butcher, his country- 
men of his own section, as the Presi- 
dent least distinguished by ability, or 
any quality of head or heart, legend 
and story will perpetuate the -virtues 
of a Stonewall ard history will fall 
down and worship the god like pro- 
portions of Lee. 

But the historian will dwell with 
more than loving lingering on the 
feasts and deeds of arms of the private 
soldier. Here the true glory of the 
war for constitutional liberty blazes 
forth. Here was to be found the 
highest chivalry, with the noblest 
self-denial—here deeds of greatest 
daring, with privations the most try- 
ing, Where he that left his native 
rocks and hills, with nought behind 
him butthe loved ones at home— 
fought side by side with equal, if not 
superior ardor, to the representative 
of affluence and princely magnificence. 
The world will look to the future for 
the parallel of the great and glorious 
d of the rank and file of the four 
years war. Let us lay up industrious- 
y the material for history, recording, 
as the mighty stones record, the 
traces of our heroic dean. Let us 
write their privations and other toils; 
their deeds in field, in camp, in prison. 
While the partial record-makers of 
the North lay up against us the ter- 
rors of Andersonville, let us show 
how, with no excuses of inadequate 
means or scarcity, the prisoners in 
Northern prisons of war were wanton- 
ly starved to the limit of human en- 

urance. Of this, 1 am as near an 
eye-witness asa man can be, not to 
haveseen. Five years since, this day, 
I was captured by a Federal party, 
and found myself in the following 
spring in Camp Chase, having spent 
a portion of the intermediate time at 
Nashville in daily converse with m 
friend, Wm. H. Moore, now of tis 
city.. At Camp Chase the prisoners

But when the deso- 
lations of death had fallen upon the 
land; when the noblest soldier and 
chevalier of the South was yielding 
his sword to him whose mighty name 
now sways the destiny of States; 
when the soldier, in tears of bitterness 
over the loss of ‘his cause and of his 
country, laid down his arms at Appo- 
mattox and Greensboro, then a gloom 
settled on this Southern land. From 
that until a recent hour we have sor- 
rowed as those who have no hope. 
When military commissions could 
murder Mrs. Surratt and Wirz, and. 
condemn Milligan to imprisonment; 
when a Governor, with constitutional 
authority to sign a grant or seal a 
commission, usurped the power to 
murder and kill by means of his mi- 
litia, and our city was filled with refu- 
gees; when Virginia lay bound, bleed- 
ing and dismembered, at the foot of 
power; when Tennessee was trodden 
under foot of a hideous specter, at 
whose bidding e@#me hosts of myrmi- 
dons to violate the laws, their very ex- 
istence a violation of the spirit of all 
law; when corruption reigned in = all 
the offices of the State, and the taxes 
were multiplied beyond all precedent ; 
when all hope seemed far distant, it 
was a time for sadness. Mingling 
With these have been some sparks of 
light shining in the darkness. The 
decision of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, that men could not be 
deprived of their privilege to preach 
or teach or practice law for crime by 
ex post facto law, and that military 
commanders in time of peace were 
against the Constitution showed that 
the judiciary was ready, as at all 
times, to stand by the law and the 
Constitution. Still military power 
stalks abroad and disregards these 
declarations of ‘supreme judicial 
yower, and the President either 
bad and determines to uphold tyr- 
anny by power, and wholly to sub- 
vert the institutions of the country, 
or, Wholly in the hands of bad men, 
permits or commands these vyiola- 
tions. | 

But we have at last a rift in the 
cloud, and inan, ready to hope when 
he may—looking out fora ray, a gleam 
of hope—finds in the recent course of 
things in Virginia evidence thata peo- 
ple cannot be ruled by corruption and 
oppression, and military power. 
Many days of sadness may be in store 
for us yet. It may be long before we 
see military satrapies abolished in 
these Southern States, but the time 
will surely come when constitutional 
liberty shall be re-established on a 
firmer basis than ever, and then the 
gates ofhell shall not prevail against it. 
We must learn a lesson from the 
-Clection that has just passed by. For 
once the whole people were aroused, 
and men who for years could not be 
induced to act have taken hold, and 
the result is a bloodless revolution, by 
Whieh in one day a complete and 
ores reform has been made prac- 
ticable. Let us remember this-result 
and the lesson. Let us feel that the re- 
covered privilege of sharing in the 
government in a sacred trust, handed 
down tous, which we hold not for 
ourselves alone, but for our wives, our 
children, and our fellow men; and 
that when we, through supineness and 
neglect or disgust, suller others to 
usurp our privilege and abuse it, we 
are traitors to our trust and derelict in 
duty; that when we, by omission or 
commission, place men in power unfit 
to perform: the offices confided to 
them, we deserve to be robbed and 
fleeced and oppressed, and we will be 
beyond a doubt. When every man 
shall feel that he owes as high a duty 
td himself and his country in the 
selection of officers as he would in the 
selection of his confidential clerks, to 
whom he would intrust his niost cher- 
ished schemes, then wemay hope that 
this country will prosper, and that we 
shall reach at last the restoration of a 
free government. 3 

Why dol dwell fora moment on 
these topics before this brilliant host 
of dames and demoiselles, sparkling 
with smiles, bewitching with grace 
and dignity? Who knows how soon 
the politician may have to appeal to 
the approving smiles of a new Class 
of electors, and a new set of political 
topics may take the place of these 
horrid, dull things I have briefly pre- 
sented? How soon we may be called 
to account for ourabuse of the chignon 
or the panier, and the first is, 
nos, the most abominable of all those 
attempts of womankind to make her- 
self hideous—which, however, we are 
thankful is not possible. Bat we 
know not how soon it may be that we 
will be denying these sentinmients 
bitter asseverations, that we were 
misunderstood, 

We know not how soon honest gen- 
tlemen, whose friends will take no de- 
nial, but who are bound to serve their 
country, whether they will or not, 
inay be questioned by committees 
upon their political faith in the beauty 
of a chignon or the grace of a hump, 
orofa mincing gait; or he may be 
questioned whether he intends to in- 


ture, if elected, that high heels are 
not prejudicial to the shapeliness of 
the calves. Now, as these new topics 
of political debate may at any time 
be precipitated upon us, is it not en- 
tirely proper for me, now and here 
before this assemblage of beauty and 
intelligence and grace and loveliness 
and youth and hilarity, to dwell for 
au moment with lingering fondness 
upon those serious topics, which may 
so soon be lost among these higher is- 
sues of debate? 

I have said thereis a time to rejoice; 
let us rejoice in hope, but let all re- 
solve that the efforts of neither man 
nor woman shall be spared until we 
have restored the conduct of our af- 
fairs tothe hands of those who are 
honest and capable and unwearying; 
those who neither winter’s cold nor 
summer’s heat, nor any other imagin- 
ings, Shall deter from the performance 
of the high duties set before them to 
perform. . But above all, let them 
never cease to be vigilant and earnest 
until the sum total of constitutional 
liberty is restored. United in every 
State the right of self-government 
shall be replaced on a sound basis, un- 
til the military shall be subjected to 
the civil power; until new guarantees 
of freedom shall be established... If 
thisinvolve perpetual vigilance,which 
is the price of liberty, let us in the 
memory of those who, for the sake’ of 
free government, left home and friends 
and ease and wealth, and still more, 
those who left no wealth but an afilu- 
ence of love and affection lingering 
around the hearthstone of poverty— 
to endure toil, privation, sickness, 
starvation, nakedness, marches with 
bleeding feet and fainting 
wounds and weariness in hospital, 


were congratulating themselves on 
the end of a reign of privation and 
want, which had during the winter 
reduced them tothe verge of starva- | 
tion, and many a hearty wish I there 
heard uttered as we met over a plenti- 
ful meal for the keen and biting hun- 
ger which had in the preceding win- 
ter been felt as a curse. Capt. Eng- 
lish, of the APPEAL, will well remem- 
ber these scenes, and I believe his 
memory will record a portion of the. 
bitter experiences of that unhappy 
time.

Counsel for thé prisoner Henry

arrest, he and his ** pal’’ (since dead), 
and, after a preliminary hearing, were 
duly committed to jail to await a trial 
before the proper tribunal, on the 
eharge of burglary. The two passed 
the time pleasantly enough—were 
even jovial, by times—-until the sit- 
ting of the Court before which they 
were to answer. Aftera patient hear- 
ing and fair defense by able counsel, 
the burglarious pair was convicted 
and sentenced to twenty-one years 
imprisonment each, Judge Hunter 
delivering the opinion. «They made, 
through their counsel, a motion for a 
new trial. The motion was overruled, 
An appeal was then taken to the Su- 
preme Court, which was granted. 
About this time Cross’ pal died. 
Cross was, and is yet, acknowledged 
to be the most expert cracksman and 
safe-blower ever arrested in the city, 
andthough mild and quiet in appear- 
ance, and gentle and affable in man- 
ner, was thoroughly case hardened, 
indurated, as it were, and impervious 
to any promptings but those of the 
very devil himself. Apparently the 
the death of his companion did not 
rutile in the slightest degree his equa- 
nimity, nor lessen his vigilanee in 
looking out for and = his’ de- 
termination in taking advantage of 
any chances of escape. Once, only, 
a short time after his partner’ had 
been carried to his long home, he was 
detected in the possession of a saw 
formed of a knife-blade, with which 
he had severed two of the inch-and-a- 
quarter bolts used in riveting the 
plates of which, the cells are built. The 
instrument was, of course, taken from 
him, and a watch was kept upon his 
actions. Shortly after, in searching 
his cell, a round piece of silver, resem- 
bling a medal or pocket-piece was 
found. Under close scrutiny this 
turned out to be a box in which was
